CHAOS. 
A GLIMPSE INTO THE BABEL.

Sr. Lovis, Mo., June 28.—The day began fierce 
and stormy for the Democracy. The Hendricks 
men, for some inexplicable reason, had plucked up 
courage and renewed the fight for their favorite 
with vehemence. The speech of Daniel Voorhees 
atthe close of the Convention yesterday hada 
marked effect upon Southern and Western dele- 
gates. It gained Hendricks two from Illinois, but 
that healthy break was not followed up by proper 
strategic appliances, 
Haate, and Voorhees, 
gone on the warpatn and _ clinched 
converts which Dan's speech and 
tending enthusiasm had made. On the contrary, 
these two really able leaders held themselves away, 
as did the more influential Hendricks men, while, 


ought to 


during all of last night. the only man of any na- 


tional reputation who pretended to do the honors 
for the Indiana two-horse rider, was that exquisite 
boor and blatherskite David S. Gooding, of Han- 
cock County, Indiana. At 11 o'clock last night 
Kernan and Dorsheimer, of New York, telegraphed 
Tilden that he only lacked twenty-four votes. At 
8 o'clock this morning it was made known that sev- 
en and one-half vetes had been secured during the 
night. Whether money secured them or argument 
I will not say, but two Illinois delegates were sud- 
denly and mysteriously converted to Sammy 
Tilden. 
FIRST GUN, 

The Convention was opened by a prayer by Father 
Brady, a Roman Catholic priest. This proceeding 
being entirely novel im the experience of one of the 
delegates, and the supposition that a speech was in 
progress filling his mind, the reverend suppliant 
was at once sharply requested to speak up.“ 
The irrepressible Democrats broke out all over be- 
fore order was restored. 

THE CONFEDERATE HOUSE. 

After the delegates had taken their seats, one 
irrepressible stole Cox's thunder which he had bot- 
tled up and brought all the way from Wash- 
ington, dy offering a resolution indors- 
ing the Confederate House. Sammy ral- 
lied, however, and got in his resolution to 
the same effect, and both went unceremoniously 
to the capacious maw of the Platform Committee. 
Vilas, of Wisconsin, being himself a flatulent 
delegate, got through a resolution to stop the wind 
of all other delegates after five minutes’ exhaust. 

TAMMANY PUT DOWN. 

The noble army of workingmen who fill the 
saloons and Tammany-Hall of New York, and who 
are the pensioned retainers of the Democratic 
swell-mob of that city, sent in a memorial which 
was so coolly received that it was sent to 
the Committee by a vote of five dele- 
gates, including John Kelly, of New York. 
This pug-nosed apostle of Castle Garden 
then essayed to getin his protest against Tilden, 
but was hissed into silence, and the Convention 
soon after adjourned. 

As it was given out that 

ANOTHER BAR’L OF MONEY 

had come from Albany, the recess up to 2 o'clock 
was without any special significance. The Tilden 
managers knew just where they stood, and that 
accessions to their ranks would come with a rush 
when the break began. Immediately upon assem- 
bling Lieut. -Gov. Dorsheimer, of New York, took 
the stand and read the report of the Committee 
on Resolutions, and here I give you a 
bit of history, personal and political. 
Dorsheimer is one of the most accomplished lin- 
guists and scholarsin the country. He is a fre- 
quent and regular contributor to the leading maga- 
zines of the world, and the additional fact is that he 
is a worshiper of Samuel J. Tilden. This platform 
has been the care and study of these two men for 
many months, and, in view of this being the Cen- 
tennial, they have elaborated as near

as they could without plagiarism or damaging. 
In a conversation 


the Democratic party. 
with Gov. 8. J. Tilden last November, 
he used almost the exact words reported 
in the financial planks, and I so printed them at 
the time. Furthermore, in that Convention, Gov. 
Tilden said he had a financial theory which would 
electrify and satisfy the country, but would not 
make it known unless he should be so fortunate as 
to secure the Democratic nomination, as, if he did, 
it would be adopted by other men, and he would 
lose the glory and effect of the discovery. Dorsheim- 
er read the report in his most vigorous style. but 
the pencil of a Nast could not portray the ludicrous 
effects with which it was received. 
THE ANTEDILUVIAN 8TYLE—LONG. 

It u the longest platform ever adopted bya 
National Convention, argumentative, disputatious, 
and irretrievably duil. After reading twenty-five 
minutes and mesmerizing the galleries and report- 
ers, Dorsheimer paused, and, gathering fresh 
breath, apnounced ‘‘ secondly.” A cold shudder 
ran over the Convention, and Sunset Cox jumped 
as though he had been slapped with the tail of an 
electriceel. Dan Voorhees’ countenance during 
the reading expressed intense mental torture, and, 
at one time, he tried to escape from the hall, but 
the crowd hemmed him in. Tom Ewing, usually 
pale, looked terribly blue. Old Duke Gwinn's her- 
culean proboscis distended in fearful proportions, 
the blue veins standing out on the mottled crimson 
flesh like angle- worms on & red-clay bank. Sammy 
Cox yawned as though he was in Congress and

speeches. McLean, of Maryland, went to sleep. 
Gen. Morgan, of Ohio, went off to the galleries in 
search of a pretty woman, and Gen. Jim Steed- 
man went out to get à drink. Occasionally a cheer 
would liven up the scene, but in the main the re- 
port fell still-born. The Chinese resolution was 
received with the disgust with. which it was written. 
DORSHEIMER LEAPS A CLAUSE. 

The Committee had indorsed an amnesty resolu- 
tion, but Dorsheimer skipped it in reading. This 
brought Voorhees to his feet with a vigorous pro- 
test. 

Then Tom Ewing, of Ohio, seized the handles of 
his pus · wagon and brought in the little rag-baby- 
He moved to strike out and insert a parliamentary 
motion which raised the hair off the delegates, and 
when decided left the rag-baby as bald as a door- 
knob. The greenback party had not the least 
strength in the Convention, but it had 

TERRIBLY IMPUDENT AND NOISY 
advocates. They kept up a running debate, and 
got ruled out of order by McClernand a dozen 
times. Finally, Dorsheimer attempted to bring on 
a square issue, but got himself hissed, to his utter 
disgust. He dia make a speech, however, but, 
while talking, Voorhees workea his way through 
the crowd on the platform, and was received with 
deafening cheers. 


4 KANSAS LUNATIC, 

who wasa Tilden man, moved to clear the gal- 
leries, when it was notorious that the galleries 
was the only orderly part of the Convention. 
Voorhees ripped it into New York when 
he reminded the Convention that for 
twelve years the Democracy had followed 
New York to defeat and disaster. For half an 
hour Sammy Cox had failed to catch the Chair- 
man’s eye. At last he succeeded: Mr. Chair- 
man, I rise toa point of order. Fifteen years ago 
I served with you in Congress.” The gentle- 
man from New York will take his seat. viciously 
retorted McClernand, who did not care to have his 
Congressional record brought up again. Other 
points of order and divisions of the question 
— 4 in upon the Chairman until he got con- 
fuse 


DORSHEIMER PROMPTED HIM, 
seeing which a Kansas delegate called the attention 
of the Convention to the fact, which caused a sen- 
sation. A vote on Ewing's substitute was taken 
by States, and the States which voted aye. were 
hissed. Watterson, Dr. Miller, of the Omaha 
Heraid, Dorsheimer, and Jacobs, of New York, 
crowded around the Chairman’s desk during the 
vote. During the next half hour, pending a dis- 
cussion on the platform, Doolittle afforded a heap 
of fun to the Convention. He, too, had 
A LITTLE FINANCIAL JOKE 
which he tried hard to get indorsed. Pending the 
vote on the final adoption of the platform, another 
storm of inaignatien was raised against Dorsheimer 
and Jacobs for remaining on the stand, and in self- 
defense McClernand had to drive them off. 
THE FINAL STRUGGLE 

on the platform came when, at the conclusion of a 
speech in which he took the extraordinary position 
that the minority had no right to make an adverse 
report, because they were in the minority, Henry 
Watterson called the previous question. Tre- 
mendous excitement followed deafening, disorder- 
ly confusion, in the midst of which not less than a 
dozen delegates addressed the Chair simultaneonus- 
ly and without regard to the other. Each began 
shouting and gesticulating only to have his voice 
drowned in the great uproar. In the midst of it 
all, Gen. Morgan, of Ohio, who demanded 
free discussion was ruled out of order, and the 
Hon. 8.

Another motion to adjourn 
was squelched. The Reading Clerk, whose imper- 
tinent assurance was simply sublinie, on his own 
accgunt began to explain to the Convention how 
the question stood, ordered a delegate who inter- 
rupted him to sit down. Of all the disorderly 
crowds everassembled indoors in this city, the 
Convention was the most disorderly—was in fact a 
mere riotous rabble with a distracted Chairman 
over them; until Kernan, of New York, who has 
a big voice, made himself heard above the din, and 
explained the question to be voted on. 
SCALPED. 

At last, after more disgraceful uproar, charge- 
able wholly to the determination of the Tildenites 
to gag the Western Democratic vote, a vote was 
taken, noton the question as it had been divided, 
but upon the acceptance or rejection of the minor- 
ity report of the Committee on Resolutions, and, 
under whip and spur, the minority report was 
rejected by a vote of 515 against 
and 219 for. That vote signalized 
the utter and hopeless defeat of the Western De- 
mocracy. Though thereafter they continued 
their struggle to the end, and made gallant fight, 
too, the Democrats of the West were there and 
then literally scalped, as Dan Voorhees had said 
they would be unless the South came to their res- 
cue. The South turned a deaf ear to all sueh ap- 
peals, and left the Western Democrats to their

THE CHAIRMAN. 
HIS FEALTY TO TILDEN. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Lovis, Sune 28.—The party who secures the 
Chairmanship is generally conceded to have won half 
the fight. The Tilden men, in securing the elec- 
tion of McClernand, gained the whole fight. His 
rulings to-day exhibited a partisan devotion of un- 
paralleled shamelessness. It became apparent early 
in the day that the opposition had a slim show 
with the Chairman, and that, so far as he could 
have control, the Convention would be run 
in the interest of Tilden. The secretaries 
and reading clerks ably and watchfuily as- 
sisted him in carrying out his purpose. The 
galleries on either side of the platform 
were packed by Tilden claqueurs,who were ena- 
bled frequently, ata signal from the platform, to 
carry the Convention at their will. The platform 
itself was packed in the same interest. A squad of 
Tilden leaders stood abont the Chairman and 
prompted him openly at critical periods. Jacobs, 
of New York, an expert in parliamentary techni- 
cality, sat on a low stool close to McClernand and

posed. The arrangement of seats was such that 
half the opposition could not hear anything, and 
it was impossible for them to arrange any con- 
certed action. Tilden men on the platform prompt- 
ed the Chair as to the person to recognize when 
half-a-dozen delegates were demanding the floor. 
During the entire day there was no instance of an 
extension of time to an opposition speaker, nor 
would a Tildenite even so much as once yield a 
momeu o his time tc one on the other side.

A MAN IN THE GALLERY 

was permitted to call for three cheers for Tilden, 
and the Chair waited for the cheers to be given. 
Several times the Chair, prompted by Jacobs, re- 
versed his rulings without notice tothe Conven- 
tion. Jacobs and Secretary Bell, two Tilden par- 
tisans, virtually ran the Chair. 
inimportance. He frequently ordered delegates to 
take their seats. He explained motions and started 
roll-calls without any direction from McClernand. 
It seemed to be understood that anything done by 
him would be all right for Tilden, and he was al- 
lowed to bluff the members at will. There was 
some criticism on McPherson's course at Cincin- 
nati, but nothing there compared with the dis- 
graceful subserviency of McClernand. For an 
anti-Tiiden man to take the floor was for him 
TO SUBJECT HIMSELF TO INSULT AND RIDICULE 
from the hirelings on the platform. The Conven- 
tion was run according to Slippery Sam’s method. 
One would suppose that a regard for ordinary 
courtesy would have secured for such men as Voor- 
hies, Ewing, Cox, Littlejohn, and Kelly a fair 
hearing ina Democratic Convention. They were 
gagged here to-day and otherwise treated with con- 
spicuous insalence. Dorsheimer played the bully, 
Jacobs the Satanic adviser, and McClernand was 
their willing tool. 
TILDEN COULD HAVE BEEN NOMINATED FAIRLY. 
It was a foregone conclusion after the vote on 
the minority report, but he went through as a man 
on horseback, with drawn sword in hand, might 
make his way through a crowd of women and 
children. The Utica Convention that instructed 
for Tilden was manipulated in the same way. The 
result was a division in the New York Democracy, 
which took from Tilden the support of the most 
powerful Democratic Association in the country. 
The Convention to-day has split the Democratic 
party, and has given every Northern State—except 
Delaware—to the Republicans without a struggle. 

THE TREATMENT OF JOHN KELLY. 

Butif the tactics of the Tilden men toward the 
Western Democrats were tyrannical and overbear- 
ing, they were simply disgraceful toward the anti- 
Tilden men from New York. John Kelly, the 
Grand Sachem of Tammany, as a delegate at least, 
had the right to a hearing. When, at the call of 
the roll for nominations in order, he took the floor 
to second the nomination of Hendricks, Kelly's ap- 
pearance was the signal for a storm of hisses, com- 
pletely drowning his voice. He did not 
fot an instant falter, but, with the quiet 
resolution of a man who does not know 
what it is to be put down, he stood his ground with- 
ot faltering. His coolness and undaunted bearing 
in any other assembly would have won admiration 
and secured him a hearing, but he had only pro- 
ceeded so far as to say he was sorry he could not 
agree with the speaker who had preceded him (Ker- 
nan), who had nominated Tilden, when his stento-

HISSES AND YELLS. : 
With cool self-possession, which never once for- 
sook him, Kelly stood his ground, when our sa- 
pient Gen. Lieb made the extraordinary point 
of order that Mr. Kelly was out of order 
unless hé rose to second the nomination of Tilden.

IN THE EAST. 
AT WASHINGTON. 
Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasurxeror, D. C., June 28.—The nomination 
of Tilden and the assurance that Hendricks’ 
choice would follow to-morrow was received here 
with much more satisfaction on the part of the 
Democrats than were the nofflinations of Hayes and 
Wheeler by the Republicans ten days ago. The 
interest in the St. Louis Convention was much less 
than that manifested here in the Cincinnati gather- 


ing. The dispatches here were less 
frequent, and, even during this § after- 
noon, not more than half a dozen messages 


were received. There were small crowds about 
the telegraph offices, and the interest seemed of a 
negative character. There is general rejoicing on 
the part of the Democrats, and very few are found 
who express disappointment. The Hendricks men, 
of whom there are a great many here, owing to his 
long service in Congress, are reconciled with the 
assurance that his acceptance of the second place 
is certain, and say they had rather have him there 
than not on the ticket. 
THE REPUBLICANS GENERALLY 

admit that the ticket will be the strongest that 
could be made. Many even go so far as to expre 
fears that it may be elected. The Indiana Demo- 
crats say that Hendricks can carry his State, and 
that, if Tilden can do as well, there will be no doubt 
of the result. Senator Morton, however, says the 
ticket will be the weakest that could be made. 
Both gentlemen, he said, were violent Southern 
sympathizers during the War, and he thought their 
financial theories could not be harmonized.

Gen. E. A. Cana left Fort Laramie last 
Thursday upon quite an important expedi- 
tion in co-operation with Gen. Croox in the 
Black Hills country. His command consists 
mostly of his regiment (the Fifth Cavalry), 
which has seen service on the plains and in 
Arizona. The course to be taken is the 
Powder River trail to the Yellowstone route, 
in a country never before entered ty white 
men. Partof the country is supposed to be 
a horrible alkali desert. Gen. Cann’s course 
strikes the centre of the region occupied by 
the Indians, and it is believed that he may 
have hot work, especially if the main body 
of the Sioux with whom Cnroox recently 
fought go in that direction. He has with 
him W. F. Copy (Buffalo Bill) and several 
other excellent scouts. 


A number of Omaha Democrats petitioned 
the St. Louis Convention to favor a change 
of the Constitution extending the Presiden- 
tial term to six years, and making the in- 
cumbent ineligible to re-election. They be- 
lieve this change of term indispensable to 
effectual civil-service reform of the General 
Government, and urgently request that this 

tion be placed before the people as a 
plank in the platform. Very many thought- 
ful men of all parties hold to the same opin- 
lon. A great deal can be said in favor of the 
six-year single term as well as in behalf of 
the present four-year term and re-elections. 
It was strongly debated in the Convention 
that framed the Constitution to make the 
tenure equal to that of a Senator, and the 
holder thereof ineligible to re-election ; but 
the Convention finally adopted the four-year 
and re-election principle, on the grounds that 
the popular will should not be restrained.

New York has now furnished the Demo- 
cratic candidate four times in succession ; 
three of them have failed to make their calling 
and election sure, and the fourth will also. 
In 1864 New York presented Gen. Gronox B. 
MoCzxkLax. He was nominated and badly 
beaten—losing the vote of his own State. In 
1868 New York presented Horatio Skrmovr. 
He was nominated by the Democratic Con- 
vention, and, although he carried his own 
State by 10,000 majority by means of 30,000 
fraudulent votes in the Cities of New York 
and Brooklyn, yet he was terribly defeated. 
In 1872 Horace Greeixy, of New York, was 
adopted by the Democrats and fearfully 
beaten, his own State going overwhelmingly 
against him. And now, in 1876, for the 
fourth time in succession, the Democratic 
National Convention has taken a New York 
candidate, and that he will meet the same 
fate of his three illustrious predecessors 
there is little doubt. Illinois furnished the 
candidates who ‘“‘ scooped” them. Ohio has 
provided the man to “‘scoop” the last one. 
She provided a candidate once before who 
took the hide off a Democratic candidate 
from New York. 


McCuzenanp, the Chairman of the St. 
Louis Convention, is a philosopher of the 
Descartes school. He begins with ‘‘ ego 
sum,” and ends there. There is nothing 
worth mentioning outside of his individual 
organism. In the army he started imme- 
diately to go up head, and was disgusted 
with a martial career when he found he could 
not blunder past Grant and Saerman. In 
politics he has been a standing Democratic 
candidate for the Presidency of the United 
States. When he consented to go to St. Louis 
as a delegate, it was a matter of course that 
he should try to push himself into the chair. 
The calibre of the Convention was so weak 
that he found no particular difficulty 
in that, and he began stumbling 
and bungling, meddling and muddling, 
as usual. He started to make an 
extemporaneons speech with the manuscript 
in his pocket, but finally drew out the copy 
which must have been in the handwriting of 
somebody else, as he could not read it. But, 
notwithstanding all this, we have no doubt 
that Gen. McCiEeRnanp is entirely satisfied 
in his own mind that he is altogether the 
biggest man in the Democratic party. 
perhaps he is. 


THE DEMOCRATIC NOMINATION. 

The Democratic Convention yesterday 
nominated Sand J. Tux, of New York, 
for the Presidency. The nomination was by 
such an overwhelming majority that it leaves 
no doubt that the Convention deemed him 
the only man having a possible chance of 
success. The nomination is a warning of 
the desperate struggle that is to be made. 
Three-fourths of the Convention were either 
opposed to III DN 's political views or op- 
posed to him personally. Yet these people 
sacrificed personal and political feeling for 
the purpose of securing one end—the elec- 
tion of a Democratic President and the over- 
throw of the Republican party. The 
fifteen late slaveholding States had 
nothing in common with Tub, nor 
with the moneyed and commercial interests 
which specially supported him, but they had 
a common interest in the defeat of the Re- 
publican party, and to promote that interest 
they sunk all other considerations and voted 
for the man who promised the nearest 
chance of success. They would have voted, 
and the Convention generally would have 
voted, as readily for any other man who could 
have given equal assurances of an ability to 
carry the requisite number of votes. They 
have nominated Mr. Torn because, among 
other things, he isa man of wealth and in 
the centre of a wealthy circle, and millions 
of dollars can be furnished for his. use in 
doubtful or nearly-balanced States. 

While we have no doubt that the Presi- 
dential election has long since been deter- 
mined in the minds of a large majority of 
the people of the United States, we beg 
leave to remind the Republican party that 
the fight is not to be the less desperately 
fought, and every inch of ground less des-

issue of certificates. That policy had come 
down from the old charter, and was in full 
operation. Mr. Hxarn, as a member of the 
Council, gave all the assistance’ in his power 
to maintain the public credit. That was a 
question which was above all party consid- 
erations. When there was a judicial de- 
cision, then there was a clear rule. Follow- 
ing after this decision came the election, and 
Mr. Hearts left the Council. While there he 
had resolutely struggled to keep down ex- 
penditures, and had bravely eontended for 
the appropriation of $500,000 as a fund to 
redeem the eredit of the city. There is now 
a new Council, composed of men of a dif- 
ferent class. Mr. Harz has confidence in 
that Council, and the Council will have con- 
fidence in him, and there is not the slightest 
danger of any such conflict of opinion as 
will lead to any disagreement, either as to 
the treatment of the past or the policy to be 
pursued as to the future. The objection 
that he will favor borrowing money on the 
tax warrant of 1876 to pay the expenses of 
1876 is an idle one, because that policy is in 
exact agreement with the opinion of the 
Court, and isa matter of necessity, no mat- 
ter who may be elected Mayor. 


THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 

The first impression upon reading the 
Democratic platform is that some person ex- 
pecting to be Chairman of the Convention 
was put on the Committee of Resolutions 
and furnished his intended speech as Chair- 
man to the Committee asa platform. It is a 
mere denunciatory harangue, in which the 
Republican party is accused of a list of sins 
and crimes, the gravest and most serious of 
which is that for eleven years it has, by 
every possible means, prevented a return to 
specie payments. The inference is that dur- 
ing that whole time the Democratic party has 
been laboring and struggling to bring 
the Government to  specie-payments. 
{t will be noticed that the emi- 
nent greenbackers, Ey and Voor- 
Ars the right and left bowers of BILL 
ALLEN—unite in denouncing the financial 
imbecility and immorality of the Republican 
party, which, during eleven years of peace, 
has made no advance toward resumption.” 
These gentlemen but a few hours before 
were vociferous in denouncing any return to 
specie payments as a barren ideality.” 
The Democratic party has hitherto denounced 
the Resumption act as an act of despotism, 
because it threatened in _the remote future 
that the greenbacks should be redeemed in 
coin and retired. In this platform the Re- 
sumption act is denounced because it is a 
‘*hindrance” to the resumption of specie 
payments. 

Just at this point the greenback party 
made the only objection to the platform they 
had to suggest. The platform reads: 


As euch a hindrance [to specie payments] we de- 
nounce the Resumption clause of the act of 1875, 
and we hereby demand its repeai. 


For this the minority asked to have substi- 
tuted : 

The law forthe resumption of specie payment 
on the Ist of January, 1879, having been enacted 
by the Republican party without deliberation in 
Congress or discussion before the public, being 
both ineffectual to secure its object and highly in- 
jurious to the prosperity of the country, it should 
be forthwith repealed. 

In the minority report the charge is made 
that the Resumption act is “‘ ineffectual to 
secure its object,” and in the majority report 
that it is a “‘ hindrance” to specie-resump- 
tion. Just wherein the greenbackers differed 
from the hard-money men is not easily dis- 
coverable. Both assertions are consistent 
with the general denunciation of the Repub- 
licans for obstructing and hindering the re- 
turn toypecie payments for eleven years, 

The hi and cry about the Resumption act 
is a very weak and insubstantial thing. The 
question of the repeal of that act is now be- 
fore Congress, and may be disposed of at 
any time. The Republican partyis in no 
wise committed to that act; the Republican 
party refused to indorse it, and Gen. 
Hawley, who wrote the Republican platform 
at Cincinnati, declared that he was opposed 
to it, and had voted against it in Congress. 
It could have been repealed at any time dur- 
ing the last year had the Democratic mem- 
bers been able to agree upon any substitute 
for it. The Resumption act, so far as it fixes 
a date for resumption, is purely sentimental. 
It is wholly impracticable, because it depend-

From present appearances the war bids 
fair to be confined to Turkey and the insur- 
gents. The Great Powers manifest a dis- 
position to form a ring and let them fight it 
out. Austria has already declared her inten- 
tionto be neutral. Germany has virtually in- 
formed Russia she will not interfere, in return 
for the non-interference of Russia in her war 
with France. Russia will hold off forthe pres- 
ent, although the insurgents will have moral 
aid and comfort from her. England's policy is 
outlined in the following extract from & 
speech made by Lord Derpy on Monday last: 

England's line of action is clear. We would 
giadly reconcile the Porte and the insurgents; but 
we have no right or wish to take the part of either 
in @ purely internal quarrel. That is the rule on 
which we have acted in times not remote and civil 
wars far more extensive and sanguinary. We are 
in communication with the Porte and other Powers, 
with the view of offering such counsels as seem 
useful, Wehave been charged in some quarters 
with favoring the Turks. The charge is utterly 
unfounded. No one supposes the maintenance of 
the Ottoman Empire possible if the Christians be- 
come permanently disaffected. The problem is to 
reconcile their reasonable wishes with the mainte- 
nance of a system which cannot be overthrown 
without a general convuision. 

The forthcoming war is the most impor- 
tant social movement of the present century, 
and the whole civilized world will watch its 
progress with intense interest. To drive 
the Turks out of Europe and restore that 
country to its old native population, to get 
rid of that Asiatic nightmare which has 
afflicted the Sclavic Christians so long and 
exposed them for centuries to barbarity, 
cruelty, superstition, and fanaticism, to re- 
lease twelve millions of Christians and drive 
back their Moslem oppressors, is a movement 
more important than the unification of Ger- 
many, the emancipation of the Serfs, or the 
unification of Italy,—more important even 
than the abolition of American slavery. We 
only liberated four millions of slaves. This 
war of religion and races promises to release 
twelve millions of Christiaus of the old Greek 
Empire and to expel five millions of the 
worst population of Europe, the deadly ene- 
mies of progress, of liberty, and of human 
thought. It will not only réstore these 
Christians to their civil and religious rights, 
but will be of value to the whole world. It 
will prove a blessing to commerce; will open 
up a country rich in wine, oil, cattle, and 
wheat; will afford an outlet for the manu- 
facturing nations of Europe, and develop 
railroad building and general improvements. 
It will be a war in the interest of civilization 
and human progress. 


MISREPRESENTATIONS CORRECTED. 

One of the planks in the Democratic-Con- 
federate platform which is expected to pro- 
duce a profound impression on the public 
mind reads as follows: 

Reform is necessary in the scale of public ex- 
pense, Federal, State, and municipal. Our Fed- 
era] taxation has swollen from $60, 000, 000 in gold 
in 1860, to $450, 000, 000 in currency in 1870; our 
aggregate taxation from $154,000,000 in gold in 
1860, to $730,000,000 in currency in 1870; or in 
one decade from leas than $5 per head to more 
than $18 per head. Since the peace, the people 
have paid to their tax-gatherers more than thrice 
the sum of the national debt, and more than twice 
that sum for the Federal Government alone. We 
demand a vigorous frugality in every department 
and from every officer of the Government. 


If those figures are intended as statistical 
information merely, they are very inaccurate ; 
and if intended to represent the present bur- 
den of taxation, they are quite deceptive. 
In constructing a platform for a great na 
tional party, accuracy of assertion in matters 
of fact is of sufficient importance not to be 
disregarded. But the above quoted plank 
pays little attention to the element of truth, 
as we shall proceed to show. 

In the first place, Federal taxation in 1860 
yielded the sum, according to the Treasury 
reports, of $56,054,599. But thissum was 
wholly insufficient to defray the expenses of 
the Government in the third year of Bucnan- 
an’s Administration, and there was added to 
the debt, in loans and Treasury notes, the 
amount of $20,786,808, making the total re- 
ceipts from revenue and loans $76,841,407 
in gold. This was for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1860. 

The expenditures for the same year were 
$77,055,125, of which $3,144,620 were for 
the interest of the public debt, and for. pen- 
sions $1,100,802; leaving for ordinary ex- 
penses about $73,000,000 in gold. 


000,000 of the latter into 5 per cents. 
By reducing the rate of interest and by pay- 
ments of principal the burden of interest has 
been lightened nearly fifty millions of dollars 
per year since 1866. None of these impor- 
tant facts are allowed to appear in the Cén- 
federate platform. 

The total Federal expenditures in 1860, be- 
fore the Democratic-Confederate Rebellion 
(which caused the debt, and pension, and 
depreciation of the currency), amounted to 
$77,000,000 in gold for 31,000,000 of popula- 
tion, or $2.50 per head. The expenses in 
1876 for all purposes are $6 per head on the 
present population ; one-half this sum is for 
pensions and interest, leaving $3 in currency 
for ordinary expenses against $2.40 in gold 
for ordinary expenses in 1860. Some farther 
retrenchments can be made, which will re- 
duce the ordinary expenses to about $2.75 in 
depreciated currency in Grant's last year, 
against $2.40 in gold during Bucnanan’s last 
year. Thus it appears, when the truth is 
sifted out, that, notwithstanding all the hue 
and cry about waste and extravagance, that 
the present Administration is as economical 
as its Democratic predecessor. 

A DEMOCRATIC FRAUD. 

The Democrats have made up their books, 
and propose to go before the country claim- 
ing that the Democratic House of Repre 
sentatives has reduced the public expendi- 
tures $64,000,000, and that the Republican 
Senate refused to consent thereto, and has 
refused to pass any appropriation bills. 
They have had printed, in the form of a brief 
speech by Mr. Spxrinoer, of Illinois, a de- 
tailed statement of these so-called reduc- 
tions, which reads as follows:

We give this precious document in full 
that its whole fraud may be understood.

The statement is a fraud, because the 
House has not reduced the legal and author- 
ized expenditures of the Government as 
stated; it has merely reduced the sum ap- 
propriated to meet these expenditures.

OBITUARY. 


THE RT.-REV. GEORGE D. CUMMLNS 

A large circle of personal friends and the public 
in general were pained to learn on Tuesday of the 
sudden death of the Rt.-Rev. Gzorez Davip 
Cummins, D. D., Senior Bishop of the Reformed 
Episcopal Church, at his home in Maryland. 
The deceased Bishop was born in Delaware, Dec. 
11, 1822, and received hie education at Dickinson 
College, Carlisle, Pa. He was at first ordained 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church, but shortly 
after left it and identified himself with the Prof- 
estant Episcopal Church, in which he was or- 
dained a deacon in October, 1845. In July, 
1847, he was ordained as priest by Bishop LIM, 
of Delaware. His first parish was Christ Church, 
Norfolk, Va., and his second St. James Church, 
Richmond, Va. He was then successively Rec- 
tor of Trinity Church, Washington, D. C.; St. 
Peter’s Church, Baltimore, Md.; and Trinity 
Church, Chicago, his Rectorship here lasting 
three years, during which time he made a host 
of devoted friends, not only by his effect- 
ive ministrations, but also by his admira- 
ble personal traits of character. While 
presiding over Trinity Church, he was 
elected Assistant Bishop of Kentucky and was 
consecrated at Louisville in November, 1866. He 
remuined in this capacity until the meeting cf 
the Evangelical Alliance in New York, in Oc 
tober, 1873. In that year he left the Protestant 


Episcopal Church, urged out of it by the growth | 


of Ritualism in the Church, which appeared to 
him butanother form of idolatry. At the meeting 
of the Evangelical Alliance he became satisfied 
that there was no hope of reform inside the 
Church, and, like Lutusr, he stepped out of it. 
On the 10th of November, 1873, he sent his 
formal resignation to Bishop Surrn, of Ken- 
tucky, and two days later, after consultation 
with friends, it was decided to call a meeting of 
all Episcopalians who were ready to organize a 
Reformed Church, the call submitting a basis of 
the new Church upon Bishop Warrs’s Prayer- 
Book, which ignores the word “ priest ” and 
does not sanction baptismal regeneration, or the 
Real Presence, or sacrifice offered by a priest 
during communion. On the 2d of December 
following, the new Church was organized by 
seven clergymen and seventeen laymen, 
the clergymen being Bishop Cummins, 
Dr. Cuaries E. Cueney, R. B. Lzacocg, Ma- 
sow GALLAGER, MARSHALL B. Smira, C. H.

CANADIAN SHIPPING INTERESTS. 

Toronto, June 26.—A special cable dispatch 
from London to the Globe says: The debate on 
Friday night in the House of Lords on the Shipping 
bill was participated in by the Duke of Richmond, 
Lord Carlingford, Lord Hampton, the Duke of 
Somerset, Lord Carnarvon, Viscount Cardwell), 
Lord Selborne, the Earl of Derby, and Lord Chan- 
cellor Cairns. Lord Carnarvon, the Colonial Secre- 
tary, said Canada had grown in population, wealth, 
and power, and bad become the fourth ship-own- 
ing country in the world; that it was important 
the interests of Canada should be carefully consid- 
ered with reference to the bill. England was proud 
of the commercial marine of Canada, and Canada 
was proud of her connection with England. In bis 
speech Loard Carnarvon followed closely the ex- 
pression of opinion given in the Canadian Parlia- 
ment regarding the bill, and noted with extreme 
gratification the fact that the Dominion desired to 
accept any reasonable proposals, and expressed his 
conviction that, with patience and forbearance on 
both sides, all the difficulties would be presently 
overcome, Before the third reading an alteration 
might be introduced, which, without affecting the 
principles of the bill, would remove the appreien- 
sion which the Canadian ship-owners a and 
rly re- 

rdea by the Government. With respect to deck- 

ading. the Government had originally adopted the 
Canadian law, but the House of Commons, without 
due consideratiee of the true bearings of the Canadi- 
an enactment, or of the real interests at stake, or of 
the true interests of the Canadians, had reversed 
the Government's decision. The House of Lords 
could reconsider the question and deal more satis - 
factorily with it. As to the difficnity arising from 
the constitutional question between England and 
her Colonies, it wag of a grave and delicate nature, 
and onght to be discussed with the greatest care. 
He believed the ship-owners vf Canada knew they 
received advantages from the connection of the 
Dominion with England. and they would be un- 
willing to surrender these advantages. The ques- 
tion involved was a great fundamental one, one 
inseparable from the maintenance of the great 
Empire; but if it was approached temperately and 
in the proper spirit it was capable of a satisfactory 
solution. ‘The Shipping bill has been referred to 
the Committee of the whole House, and will be 
discussed aguin on the 3d of July. Lords Car- 
narvon, Richmond, Somerset, Shaftesbury, Carling- 
ford, Canterbury, Cardwell, Granville, Manches- 
ter, and other R agree that there should be 
changes in the Committee, but no change will be 
made which regards Canadian ships as different 
from British ships. There is a strong feeling in 
both the House of Lords and the House of Com- 
mons against exceptional legislation in favor of 
Canadian chipping. The Canadian deck-load sec- 
tion will probably be restored to the bill, and all

MOST HORRIBLE MURDER, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Pirrsevurne, June 28.—Between 1 and 2 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, an alarm of fire was given 
from the Allegheny side of the river and flames 
were seen issuing from a smal! butcher-shop situ- 
ated at No. 79 Federal street.

DISASTROUS HURRICANE. 
dence New York Sun. 

PORTAGE, Pa., Juve 26.—About 6 o'clock Satur- 
day evening a Gisastroug hurricane broke on 
this place. It came from the west, and was first 
noticed in the shape of two black clondg, which 
increased rapidly in size and approached each ether 
with great velocity. They rushed swiftly toward 
the village. When about a mile away, at the be- 
ginning of Wyckoff Mountain, the two clouds came 
together with a blinding flash of lightning and «@ 
fearful clap of thunder. The cloud became a re- 
volving pillar and rushed along the mountain with 
a rush and roar that terrified the inhabitants of the 
valley. Many fied across he river to the open 
fields. The cloud in Ks progress tore up great 
trees, demolished everything in the shape of a 
building that stood in its path, and filled the air 
with timber, trees, and debris. The cloud con- 
stantly revolved, and now and then would leap a 
hundred feet in the air, and then sweep down upon 
the earth with fury. It followed the course of the 
mountain for a mile below the village. 

A road runs along the base of the mountain, and 
this was literally choked up with the debris thrown 
down by the hurricane. At a point a mile below 
the village the hill runs clear down to the river, 
and from the road to the opposite side, the stream 
being crossed by a long covered bridge. The hur- 
ricane struck this bridge and lifted it bodly from 
its abutments, breaking it im three pieces.

CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 

‘THE CLASS-DAY EXERCISES 
of the Senior class of the Chicago University were 
held yesterday afternoon on the college campus. 
A large number of invitations had been issued and 
the result was a brilliant assemblage of ladies. By 
way of novelty, and as a kind of recognition of 
the Centennial year, the graduates had attired them - 
selves in costumes of 1776. Although their inten- 
tion in this regard was praiseworthy, the effect was 
in some degree ludicrous. The dresses did not fit 
as well as they might have done; the calves which 
should have filled the silken stockings had gone out 
to grass; and the tow wigs, which were to have 
lent an air of antiquity to the general make-up, 
were a little out of place with the black and tan 
mustaches that were here and there making t‘em- 
selves visible.

The stream of visitors still pours in without any 
depreciation in numbers. Bouquets and luxuries 
find their way in at all hours, and almost every 
visitor feels in duty bound to take something to 
keep his memory green in his absence. To the 
jailers itis a godsend. They see more of life and 
the outside world than they used to in their hours 
of recreation, and the infusion of new life into the 
jail has waked them up toa realizing sense of the 
higher functions of stone walls. 

Most of the day is spent in the office, where 
friends are received and business transacted. 
Dickenson, Burroughs, and Abel are doing a rush- 
ing whisky trade, and yesterday paid in the neigh- 
borhood of $10,000 revenue. Leach is running the 
distillery and reporting almost hourly to the mem- 
bers of the firm. The rest are not interested at 
present in the menufacture of whisky, but all have 
odds and ends of business to transact And old mat- 
ters to settle up. Dr. Rush has turned his atten- 
tion to law and science, and Buffalo“ Miller is 
one of the most studious men in town when he can 
get at his books. Hesing has time for nothing but 
the reception of his friends. They come not only 
from the city, but from all over this part of the 
country. Yesterday a prominent Wisconsin man 
came in and reported the Germans of the district 
all up in arms and circulating a petition for pardon. 

JAKE'S VISIT.

" He was closely pressed by 
Carpenter to deny that Carpenter had ever advised 


him to. go to Canada, but Conklin swore positively 
that, to the best of his knowledge, Keyes, if not 
Carpenter, advised him to go to Canada. The 
most persistent and severe cross -examination failed 
to drive the witness from this position. Words 
were put into his mouth by the examining counsel, 
bat Conklin refused to make any other 
statement than that he understood that Keyes ad- 
vised him to go to Canada. He said Keyes said 
that the Rindskopfs were to go free, and that there 
was a conspiracy to convict the others. Conklin, 
throughout to-day and yesterday, insisted upon his 
entire innocence. Yet he has also constantly in- 
sisted that he was a witness and a party to acts en- 
tirely inconsistent te his theory of innocence. For 
instance, his alleged payment to Dan Munn of 
$3,000. Conklin insisted that he had always led 
Keyes and Carpenter to think him innocent. and 
knew no reason why they should not think so now. 
CARPENTER, 
in order to sustain the theory of the prosecution on 
the part of alleged political enemies, dwelt u a 
— in a letter from McKinney to Conklin in 
a in which the former called upon Conklin 
to be sure to give any information he might have 
tendigg to show the connection of Keyes, Car- 
penter, Payne, and Munn with any whisky opera- 
tions. Conklinsent his confession in answer to 
this letter. Much time was spent in the recital of 
the compromise of the Rindskopf case. 
From Conklin's testimony it appears that he 
promised Rindskopf the influence of the leading 
ag — to assist him in obtaining a compromise 
n this cénnection. Conklin classed himself asa 
leader of the leading politicians. He deemed it a 
triotic d ity to assist Rindekopf as acitizen of 
ilwaukee. Since compromises were the order of 
the day, Conklin thought that this was right, but 
he admitted that 
HB MIGHT HAVE BECOME DEMORALIZED 
as to his notions of right or wrong, since so many 
things which he considered right are now treated 
by public opinion and the courts as criminal. Car- 
enter made a int of the fact that 
e was acquainted with few distillers before the 
seizure, and the reputation of Rindskopf, Wirth 
and Nunnemacher up to that time was as good as 
that of any business men. Judge Cate succeeded 
in preventing an inquiry as to the raising of the 
fund for the election of Lynde, on the ground that 
it was not within the province of the inquiry.

the newspapers. He thought all the better of 
Judge Cate for not having read the Wisconsin 


newspapers making c against him. 
Everybody in Wisconsin except Judge Cole. He, 
however, Carpenter thought, had read in the news- 


papers that Carpenter had attempted to carry his 
election by bribery and fraud. Carpenter charac- 
terized one of the 7 — edited by a person whom 
he called a political opponent as a little, blackguard 
sheet; and, generally, in speaking of the news- 
papers, Carpenter mentioned them in a very un- 
dignified and unmanly way for one who has re- 
ceived so much consideration at their hands. 
HE CREATED A LAUGH 
in the Committee by the exhibition of a little petti- 
fogging smartness, and cheap abuse of the news- 
paper press generally.

THE GAUGER FITZGERALD 
was a willing witness on behalf of Carpenter. He 
has been fifteen years in — — and an active 
boy around.

Fitz- 
2 said that he lived in the Third Ward; that 
t was a bad territory to absorb funds during the 
campaign; ihat he excited the boys in that ward to 
work for Kershaw's election to the Assembly, be- 
cause Kershaw would vote for Conklin. e de- 
nied, however, any knowledge that distillers had 
directly contributed to the Carpenter fund. 
DGE CATE 

made a point on Fitzgerald's testimony, that it was 
a curious fact that the whisky men and revenue 
officials went spontaneously at work with no plan 
or suggestion from anybody te contribute money 
to the Carpenter fund. It was brought out ve 
— that the Carpenter fund was a distinct fu 
from the general campaign fund, and that it was 
collected and disbursed by Henry C. Payne, whom 
Carpenter admits was his central Milwaukee mana- 
ger. Fitzgerald, too, at Carpenter's instance, 
wrung the changes upon Brodhead, Hamilton, 
Shaw, French, ompson, and John Orton, who 
organized the bolt and were, consequently, Car- 
penter's political enemies. 

FITZGERALD EXPLAINED 
to Cate his reasons for being so active to make the 
collections in favor of Carpenter's election in these 
words: We did not want any change, certainly.

LOUISE HAWTHORNE. 


Terrible Death of a Well- Known 
and Favorite Actress. 


She Drops from a Sixth-Story Window 
to the Pavement. 


At an early hour yesterday morning Miss Leuise 
Hawthorne fell from her window m the Tremont 
House and was instantly killed. What the circam- 
stances were, or what happened before the culmi- 
nation of the horror, cannot de told. So far as is 
known she was alone, and all that can be discov- 
ered are the bald facts of a terrible death, the de- 
tails of which are heartrending and sickening. 

The theatre-goers of Chicago will remember th- 
tall and handsome brunette who led for a year at 
Hooley's Theatre. She was a woman of consider- 
able beauty, and as an actress was always pleasing, 
and though perhaps not as powerful ip her imper- 
sonations as others having greater advantages, 
still she was always well received, and through her 
industry she bad established an enviable reputa- 
tion. With Chicago people she was quite a favor- 
ite, and the news of her horrible death yesterday 
brought out many a kindly reminiscenee of her as 
an actress and a woman. 

The details can be told briefly. She arrived in 
Chicago abouta month ago from San Francisco 
with Mr. and Mrs. William H. Crane and Mr. 
O'Neill and a few other members of Hooley's old 
compaby. At the Tremont House she was as- 
signed Room No. 316, on the sixth floor. During 
the month she played at McVicker’s with Messrs. 
Crane and O'Neill. and closed the engagement a 
week ago last Saturday. Since then she had been 
preparing to leave for New York, and her trunks 
were all packed and her tickets procured on the 
Fort Wayne Road, and her intention was to leave 
at 9 o'clock yesterday morning.

The Board of Trade yesterday adopted ap- 
propriate resolutions of respect to the memory of 
Frank M. Bruce. 

A letter from Nora Springs, Ia., says: We find 
the fy in about every stalk [of wheat]. I never 
saw the wheat look so sickly at this time of the 
year. If there is one-third of à crop itis all that 
we can expect from present appearances.” 

A letter from Davenport, la., says: Farmers 
are very much discouraged, and have stopped 
bringing in their wheat. From all we can gather 
around this section there will not be over half a 
crop. ” 

A letter from Faribault, Minn., reports not 
half a crop from present prospects. State Centre, 
Minnesota, reports that present conditions promise 
about half a crop, but may have more. 

A gentieman in Dixon, III., forwards to a com- 
mission house in this city a summary of retarns 
received from forty-two farmers in Lee and Ogle 
Counties. It is as follows: Thirteen, *‘ not worth 
cutting; seven, rust and bugs, not 10 inches 
high; eleven, plowing up for buckwheat;“ 
five, ** plowing up to sow oats for feed;“ seven, 
not worth cutting, rust, etc; thirteen ‘* winter 
wheat fields half a crop." 

A letter from a disinterested party in Red Wing, 
Minn., says: ‘*Onur wheat in this and adjoin- 
ing counties (Wabasha, Olmsted, Dodge and Da- 
kota,) has suffered considerable damage, which 
no weather can repair; and a continuance of the 
present weather will add to this damage. From an 
extended observation I think this crop is irrepar- 
ably damaged, fully one-third. Some are plowing 
up their felds and putting in other crops. Some 
are offering their crops for from two to five 
dollars per acre. The damage extends all over 
the largest wheat-growing section of the State. 
Thereds quite an amount of wheatin the hands of 
a few farmers, and they will hold on until the 
future develope the crop prospects. I do not 
know that the damage in Minnesota will materially 
affect wheat values elsewhere. But it will here, 
as the damage is no bull effort,'—itis real. A 
heavy rain here Saturday eve does no good, as it 
pounds the growing grain down, and gives the 
pigeon grass and weeds a big start among the 
wheat, thus choking it back and adding to the dam- 
age already done.” 

A letter from LaCrosse, Minn., says: The 
rains of late have improved them [the crops) con- 
siderably in looks, bat the crop is not good. It 
seems to be troubled with red, black, and white 
rust or scab. The stalk near the root seems to be 
affected first by a brown spot, extending up and 
down the stalk from half an inch to two inches. 
This appears to sink, deep, and the etalk dies and 
turns yellow. In some fields the wheat seems to 
look well, only very thin. Under the most favora- 
ble circumstances we cannot have over one-half 
per acre of last year, even if the recent rains do 
very much benefit. Barley and oats look well. 
Corn is poor, sickly stuff. 

The returns from other points are not all in the 
game strain: but the majority indicate fears of 
condition and yield, and that farmers’ deliveries 
will be small till more ie known. Only from Kan- 
sas do we hear that wheat will be delivered freely. 
The farmers of that State have generally experi- 
enced a prosperous year. 

The Winona Republican of the 24th inst. says, 
editerially: 

The reckless statement contained in a LaCrosse paper 
of Friday morning, to the effect that the Minnesota 
farmers are gettin tired over the Hessian bug ques- 
tion,” and that ‘‘signs of the ore once of these insects 
are abundant throughout the country,” is calculated to 
—5 an erroneous impression. far the bug has 
been discovered in only a few localities along the 
Southern Minnesota Road. A gentieman who has just 
returned from a trip to New Ulm, made special tn quir- 
les into this matter, and could hear no complaints uf the 
insect among the farmers. The grasshoppers are oper- 
ating ina mild way in some counties, but are not ex- 
tending their operations, and in many places are dyin 
off. The only complaint ts iu regard to the effects — 
dry weather in sundry places previous to the late rains: 
and of rust which has attacked some flelds since the 


rains. The wheat crop asa whole, in this State, never 
looked better at this time of the year than it does new. 


0 THE MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday, and without important changes 
in prices, though wheat, corn, barley, provisions, 
and hogs were stronger. The influences at work 
were chiefly Western, the advices from New York 
and Liverpool not being very favorable to holders. 
The weather here is very unsettled, and the crop 
advices far from satisfactory to those who hope 
for alarge yield and low prices. The shipping 
movement was decidedly dull, Eastern operators 
refusing to take hold at present prices, which are 
sustained by considerations the force of which 
they do not recognize. The Eastern operator gen- 
erally regards all news of crop failure as either got 
up in the bull interest or else as applying to an 
area too small to affect the grand total of yield. 
Hence he is very slow to follow an upward move- 
ment in the West thatis based upon weather re- 
ports or farmers’ newa, British operators have 
the same mental cast, only more intensified, and 
the number of that class is constantly growing in 
the West.

There was a good demand 
for dried fruits at Tuesday's quotations, the mar- 
ket ruling steady both for foreign and domestic 
varieties. Fish were unchanged. Coa) and wood 
remain dull. Olle were active and firm. 

Lumber was in moderate demand at recent 
figures. The offerings at the docks were small, 
and were soon disposed off. Drugs and chemicals 
were reported in fair request. Seeds, hops, and 
wool continue dull, and the latter is easy, under 
increasing supplies. Hides and broomcorn were 
unchanged. Green fruits were abundant on the 
street, and sold fairly to the retall trade at easier 
prices. Potatoes were dull and weak under liberal 
offering Of both newand old stock. Prairie hay 
was steadier, being in better request with the of- 
ferings smaller. Poultry ruled easier, under 
larger supplies. Eggs were firmer. 

Lake freights were dull and easier, the asking 
rate on corn by sai) to Buffalo being 2c, and it was 
rumored that less was accepted. Rail freights 
were quiet and unchanged, agents asking 20c to 
New York, 18cto Philadelphia, 17%c to Balti- 
more, and 25c to Boston, per 100 Bs.

In the case of L. B. Chase etal. ws. The North 
British and Mercantile Insurance Company, arather 
interesting point of law arose, which was aecided 
yesterday. It appears that Chase Brothers had a 
policy of insurance for $2,500 with the North 
British and Mercantile Insurance Company on their 
Abstract books, which were ip their vault. At the 
time of the great fire some of Chase Brothers’ em- 
ployes went to their Office, and fearing that the 
pooks would be burned in the vault took them out 
the purpose of having (hem carried away in wagons. 
some of them, however, were left in the 
office and were destroyed, while those which re- 
mained in the vault were saved. Suit was there- 
fore brought to recover the vadue of the books lost. 

The Company set up the defense that the policy 
covered only books in the vault; that if there was 
g reasonable apprehension that the books in the 
vault would be distroyed it was then the duty of 
the plaintiffs to remove them directly to the wag- 
ons, and not take them from the vault and leave 
them in the office until carted away, as such con- 
duct amounted to a carelessness that released the 
insurers from liability, since the contents of the 
yault were saved. 

Judge Blodgett, however, held that the plaintiffs 
were justified under the circumstances in removing 
the books; that they used ordinary proper care in 
such removal; that {he beoks were destroyed un- 
avoidably in the hurry and confusion of removal: 
and that the plaintiffs were entitled to recover.

SAVE THE OLD SOUTH CHURCH.

Catcaeo, June 28.—An item in the columns of 
Tus TRIBUNE & few days since announced the fact 
that an effort was being made to save the Old 
South Charch in Boston from destruction. and 
New England people in Chicago and vicinity were 
asked to contribute according to their means for 
its preservation. The society heretofore worship- 
ing within its walls having removed their place of 
worship to a more modern gnd convenient quarter, 
cannot afford to retain the eld building, which 
must soon be demolished to make room for busi- 
ness structures, unless its doom be stayed by an 
injunction from the people, which can only come 
in a form of a pecuniary contribution. 

A sketch of the history of the building may pos- 
eess interest to many, and serve to remind those 
to whom it is not new of the claims it has upon 
the present generation as a memento of the past, 
the value of which will increase as every added 
century, with ite new customs, habits, and inven- 
tions, renders the stories of other days less real to 
the imagination unless illustrated by some visible 
token of their truth. 

The present building was erected in 1729, and is 
now, therefore, 147 years old. No church in the 
city 18 so rich in historical associations.

POLICE STATION-KEEPERS. 
To the Bditor of The Tribune. 
Cnicaco, June 28.—In the resolution presented 
by Ald. McAuley to the Common Council on the 
23d inet. relative to the reduction in salary and 
grading of the police force, wherein he assigns to 
inside men, in common with officers of one 
year's service, a secondary position or grade, —a 
very great and probably unintentional injustice to 
the station-keeper has been done, he being the only 
inside man not otherwise enumerated, and, as 
his duties may not be known to the bulk of the 
public, alittle explanation of them may be in or- 


der. 

The station-keeper hae generally been consider- 
edanotch above, rather than $100-worth below, 
the regular patrolman, as he is usually in fall 
charge of the station at least one-third of the 
twenty-four hours, and of course has to attend to 
all business coming up in the absence of a superior 
officer, Although his duties are not very well de- 
fined by the rules and regulations, they are, ac- 
cording to general usage, ample and onerous 
enough to at least rank him with any first-class 
patrolman. He is the bookkeeper, jailer, tele 
rapher, and general factotum of the station. 110 
attends to the wants of the general public in the 
thousand and one inquiries that daily are made; 
many,of which are simple, many intricate enough 
for e Supreme Court to decide on, and 
in consequence, his knowledge of the city ordi- 
nances, State statutes, etc., must be reasonably 
thorough; he has to take all reporte of lost chil- 
dren, horses, vehicles, etc., and find them if 
possible, using the telegraph for that porpese, re- 
ceive reporte from the patrolmen of all robberies, 
accidents, fires, sudden deaths, broken sidewalks, 
water-pipes, gas-lamps broker and not lit, ob- 
structed sewers, 22 animals and other nuisan- 
ces, and a variety of other matters of public im- 
ort, make out such reports in proper shape to 
fis Captain, General Superintendent of Police, 
Board of Public Works, Board of Health, Coroner, 
etc., according to the nature of the incident, not 
forgetting the press reporters, whom he endeavore 
(and with pleasure) to furnish by telegraph or oral 
information with all the latest news or incidents 
oceurring in hie district coming to his knowledge. 
He has to make morning reports of all prisoners 
arrested in the district to the Police Justice = 
General Superintendent, and has, in general, 
keep record of all cases belonging to his district. 
ana keep correct account of such in the station- 
books. lle must also be possessed of physical 
ability in his capacity as jailer. as into his care and 


custody all prisoners pass when inside the etation, 
and the howling mob that frequently fill 
the cells are only to de controlled and 


appeased by the appearance of power and de- 
termination. It is ar impression, Mr. Editor, 

that a police officer with the above duties to fulfill 
for twelve hours out of every — four, and no 
vacations or holidays, with the intelligence requis- 

ite for the clerical uties, and possessing the neces- 
saty physical ability, should at least receive the 
same salary (hitherto unquestioned) as any patrol- 
man. It has generally been considered so, as sev- 
eraleuperior officers now on the force have filled 
the position of station-keepers before their promo- 


tion to — amongst whom 1 may instance 
Capt. Buckley, Sergts. Fitzpatrick, Hood, O Con- 
nor, Wiley, Blettner, and Vesey, the general and

Now that the pumping- works are in running or- 
der, and water is being successfully furnished to a 
large number of consumers, a brief description of 
the engines will be of interest. The pumps and 
engines were built by the Vergennes Maching 
Company, of Vergennes, Vt., and cost the town 
$19,000. The pumps are double, 14 by 20 inches, 
and have a capacity of 52 gallons per stroke. The 
engines are double compound condensing, and of 
125 horse-power. The dimensions of the high-pres- 
sure cylinders are 10 by 15 inches, and of the low- 
pressure 20 by 15 inches. The pumps are connect- 
ed with the engines by gearing, giving a greater 
power in a slow-running engine. As it stands, the 
machinery presents a fine appearance, and is 
kept in admirable order. One seldom finds a 
more commodious and comfortable engine-house, 
the building being so constructed as to furnish an 
abundant supply of fresh air through numerous 
doors and windows. The boilers—twoin number 
—were built by the National Boiler Works of this 
city, their dimensions being 56 by 16 feet, with 
48-inch flues each. The pumpe have a capacity 
of 2,000,000 gallons per day, but are now only 
furnishing 200,000 to about eighty consumers, at 
an outlay of one-half ton of screenings daily. r.

J. D. Wills, and a night watchman, forms the whole 
working force on the grounds.
